“AT HIGH NOON. 


* Six Brutal Murderers Pay the 
Penalty of Their Crimes. 


> 


The Big Necktie Party at Ft. 
Smith, Ark., To- Day. 


Execution of Harris Austin, the Chickasaw 
Outlaw, and Five Choctaw Fiends—The 
Men and Their Crimes— All of Them 
Make Confessions—Eighty-One Territo- 
rial Murderers Hanged at Fort Smith 
Since 1872—One Man Saved From the 
Gallows and Two Granted Respites. 


Fort &mM1TH, Ark., Jan. 16.—One Chickasaw 
and five Choctawse were hanged at noon to-day 
in the United States jail yard for murders 
committed in the Indian Territory. They 
bore the ordeal with much nerve, stand- 
ing on the scaffold fully twenty minutes 


while preparations were being made. The 
work, however, went with precision and dis- 
paten and when the fatal drop came there was 

uta slight groan from one of them, a gentie 
swing of six black bodies, not a twitchora 
shrug. All were dead in from three to six 
minutes and George Maledon,who had hanged 
seventy-five persons before, performed the 
work. 

THE MEN AND THEIR CRIMES. 

The hanging on the Federal galiows in this 
city to-day of six murderers adds another 
terribie chapter of retribution of crime in the 
Indian Territory and has increased the total 
pep ber of legal executions by the United 

tates Court for the Western District of Ar- 
kansas to eighty-one, and that sinte the 

ear 1872, when Jack Childers, a Cherokee, 
ad his neck broken for the murder of a white 
man. The same hand, that of Geo. Maledon, the 
hangman, who adjusted the noose and ee | 
the trap that sent the Cherokee to eternity to- 
day performed the same office for Harris Aus- 
tin, John Billy and Tom Willis, Sam Goen, 
oe Burris and Jefferson Jones. 
he crimes of these men and of all the 
eighty-one who have been hanged In Fort 
Smith by the Federal Court were com- 
mitted in the Indian Territy, many of 
them hundreds of miles from this city, 
but the frequent executtons in Fort Smith for 
which the city and State are in no way ac- 
countable have given both an ill name abroad 
among those who do nat know the reai facts. 
A federal execution here excites less interest 
in the city than it does abroad, and to-day a 
stranger would not have suspected that there 
Was anything unusual occurring in the eit, 
and yet the gallows are within a stone’s 
throw of a leading thoroughfare of the city. 
TO- DAY'S EXECUTIONB. 

There were several peculiar features con- 
nected with the first time an execution has 
occurred upon any other day thun Friday at 
this place; apon two occasions in recent 
years Judge Parker has unwittingly sen- 
tenced men to be haaged upon (Good Friday, 
and when ihe last occurred be determined to 
avoid any possibility of such a mistake and 
changed the day to Thursday. Another fact 
concerning this execution, showing how 
ift and terrible is the working of the law 
in the Indian Territory, where Judge Parker’s 
eourt has jurisdiction, is that with the one ex- 
ception of Harris Austin, the Chickasaw out- 
law, the crimes for which the men 
death to-day were committed within one year 
from the day they were sentenced, tbe Ist of 
November, 1889. Here were six men who 
committed murder in widely different parts of 
the Indian country, aud within one year 
breught to justice and sentenced tobe hanged. 
Their crimes were ailof the most brutal and 
cowuardiy nature and are on record among 
the most cruel and heartiess murders ever 
committed upon the crime-stained soil of the 
‘*‘Beautiful Indian Territory.’’ In the whole 
number there was not one palllating circum- 
stance to excuse the crimes—they were all 
cold, cruel murders. It is also unusual to find 
such a per cent of the murders committed by 
Indians. Therecords of the West will show 
that four-fiiths of the murders committed in 
the Territory are by white men or negroes. 
Since their conviction ali of the men have 
made a confession of their crimes, have pro- 
fessed religion and were baptized in the jail. 
Lhefoi'owin: is in brief the history of their 
murders: 

HARRIS AUSTIN. 

It any one of the murders was more attro- 
cious and cruel than another it was that com- 
mitted on the 12th day of May, 1884, when the 
Chickasaw outiaw murdered in cold biood 
Tom Elliott, a white man. Elliott had never 
seen his murderer before that day, and the 
only cause for the crime was too much fire- 
water and a demoniacal race prejudice 
which incited the Chickasaw to do murder. 
Upon the day in question Austin, while ex- 
cited with whisky, met bis victim at a country 
store in the Chickasaw Nation, and without 
cause begun to abuse him. The Cnickasaw 
was avery large, ili favored looking fellow, 
und seeing he was dangerous and being un— 
armed Elliott thought best to pay no heed to 
him. ‘his seemed toinfuriate Austin who, 
after awhile, returned to where Elliott was 
sitting and drawing his pistol, exclaimed in 
Chicasaw, See me kill the dog of 
white man, and shot him down, then 
going te his fallen victim fired ball after ball 
into his head. Austin with his relatives then 
drove the witnesses to his erime out of the 
country and lived until his capture ina state 
of outiawry and with his band was a terror to 
the country he infested. He would probably 
never have been taken allve if he bad not 
been betrayed by a companion whom he had 
injured. 

A MURDEROUS TRIO, 

John Billyand Tom Willis with Madison 
James, fuil-blood Choctuws, were jointly 
tried and convicted of the murder of a whisky 
peddler, a white man named Benjamin Blair, 
whom they shot on April 1, 1889. The murder- 
ers were small, ill-fayored, brutal looking In- 
dians, the very lowest of their kind, utterly 
ignorant and stupid. Blair had met 
and given them a little whisky which 
was sufficient to raise a desire for 
more. To get it they murdered him and 
dividing his whisky, money and tobacco, 
burried him in ashallow grave. RKeturninyg in 
afew days tothe grave they found the body 
oftheir victim partly exposed. They dug it 
up, and making a fire of logs burnt it, and 
thus effectually destroyed all evidence of their 
crime, which would most likely have never 
been known if they had kept their mouths 
shut, but they telxed, and talking brought 
them seif-convicted to the gibbet. 

As telegraphed yesterday, Ja 
was commuted to fifteen years 
ment. 

Like all the rest, the murder for which Sam 
Goen and Jamison Burris paid the penalty 
wes devoid of unusual incident to exalt it out 
af the ordinary routine of crime. 

They were full- blood Choctaws and together 
with James Goen, a brother of Sam's, were 
tried for the murder of a white 
stockman named Houston Joyce. Their 
crime was committed on November 1, 1888. 
Before the trial Burris, who looks like an im- 
becile, confessed to the crime and declared 
that he committed it alone and unaided, but 
he was not believed. The evidence showed 
thatontheday the murder was committed 
Joyce was at Jim Goen’s house. The cupidity 
of the Indians was excited by the stockinan’s 
trappings,and when he left the house Sam Goen 
and Burris followed him about two miles and 
shot him from behind. Theythen took his 
effects and left him. Some ot the dead man’s 
things were found at Jim Goen’s house. He 
said that Sam and Burris had left them there, 
Allthree were arrested and upon the trial 
James Goen was acquitted, while his brother 
and Burris were’ sentenced to be hanged 
to-day.

He confessed to having e 
mitted the crime and that he aid it to a ot the 
old man’s gun and $5 he had in his 
pocket. He told ee itwasdone. He, with 
the others, cam oppo the old man in the 
woods, and whil back was turned he shot 
him. He seemed tothink that his confession 
auld pave his neck and he pleaded with the 
Judge ora life sentence, but the law was 
jnexorabie, and to-day has seen the fulfill- 
pent of Dis sentence,

GREAT ALARM AT MADRID 


THE GATHERING OF SPANISH EXILES ON 
THE BORDER. 


France Requested to Drive Them Away 
Editor Parke Convicted of Criminal 
Libel—A Colonel Mulcted—The (zar 
Praying for Peace—Emperor William’s 
Plans for a New Cathedral at Berlin— 
Foreign News. 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—The gathering of Spanish 
exiles on the French side of the Pyrennees has 
caused much alarm in Madrid, and in re- 
sponse to repeated requests therefrom the 
French Government has ordered its officials 
to drive away allsuspicious individuais from 
the border, but the mandate Is obeyed in a

WELL DONE, MR. PRESIDENT. 

The surprised gratification with which 
the appointment of Maj. J. B. Hartow to 
| the Postmastership is greeted is not com- 
plimentary to the Administration. But 
the Administration deserves especial 
credit for having made an unexpected 
good appointment. They are to be con- 
gratulated particularly in having thrown 
over political considerations and the 
„pulls“ of politicians in favor of sound 
civil service and business considerations. 

The situation which brought about the 
appointment of Maj. HaRLOW was pecul- 
iar, and it was as fine a stroke of political 
as of business policy. In a business way 
the appointment meets the requirements 
of the office, which is of greatest impor- 
tance to merchants and citizens generally. 
It places a man at the head of the Post- 
office who is thoroughly familiar with the 
postal service and the needs of this city, 
whose long experience and proved ability 
fit him to bring up the local service to the 
highest point of efficiency. 

In a political way the appointment is 
wise for several reasons. While it does 
not strengthen the party machine it 
strengthens the party with the people and 
does not offend any faction. The fight 
over the office has been so long continued 
and bitter that the rewarding of one of 
the candidates would have invited the 
enmity of the others. It is also an ap- 
pointment in the line of true civil service 
reform, in thatit is the promotion of an 
efficient official to a higher place and is 
the selection of a man for the office who 
has not sought it, solely on the ground of 
his fitness. 

In grasping the situation and having 
the courage to meet it wisely and well, 
the administration have taken a long step 
toward their redemption in public esteem.

RING RULE AT WASHINGTON. 


In criticising Secretary WINDOM’S arbi- 
trary interference with the importation of 
Mexican fluxing ores, we have frequently 
referred to Secretary BLAINE’sS carbonate 
ring as the-private interest WINDOM was 
promoting. Hesuspended for months the 
old established ruling as to the duties on 
Mexican silver-lead ores, the importation 
of which was stopped while he was mak- 
ing up his mind on the subject of revers- 
ing that rule. Mexico promptly retali- 
ated with taxes on the live stock, 
provisions, etc., she was receiving from 
Western States. Fearing further retalia- 
tion WINDOM finally refused to reverse 
the ruling, but devised another method of 
excluding foreign fluxing ores, by order- 
ing that the lead in them should be valued 
on the Rio Grande at New York prices, 
and when the lead thus valued should 
exceed the silver in value, they should be 
subject to duty as lead instead of coming 
in free as silver. 

This was a blow atall the smelting es- 
tablishments dependent on Mexican flux- 
ing ores for independence of the carbonate 
ring’s output. The object of it was to 
close such of the smelting establishments 
as were notso located as to draw their 
fluxing ores from Leadville and to make 
the rest utterly dependent on the carbon- 
ate ring and its railroad. The great car- 
bonate mine of this ring, the Maid of 
Erin and Henrietta, which employs an 
army of men and produces daily 300 tons 
of low-grade fluxing ores, belongs to the 
Du Bots brothers, Mrs. H. D. Morrat, H. 
A. W. TaBorR and JAMES G. BLAINE, the 
same parties being interested in the rail- 
road which carries the output to the Colo- 
rado smelters. The Denver Times says 
of it: 

The mine is one of the mainstays of the 
smelters of Colorado, supplying them with a 
most desirable decomposed ore, carrying 
nothing elsé than carbonate of leud and oxide 
ofiron. While the product is of low grade 
the great quantities produced leave royal div- 
idends,and all the owners are monthly adding 


many thousands of dollars to their already 
large fortunes. 


In order to increase the dividends of 
Secretary BLaIne and his mining part- 
ners, smelters have been closed by an ar- 
bitrary exclusion of Mexican fluxing ores 
and a growing market in Mexico for the 
products of Western farms has been de- 
molished. We may talk about ring rule 
and boodle influence in municipal govern- 
ment, but worse examples of it are to be 
found in high places at Washington.

LOT-BOX FORGERY CASE. 


4A McKinley, Ex- Gov. Foraker 
and Others on the Witness Stand—The

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16,—The belief is 
gradually extending that there may be a post- 
ponement of the World's Fair until 1895. The 
delay in the House may continue for some 
time to come. Those who are favorable to 
Chicago seemed invlinedto accept a postpone- 
ment or even defeat rather than have the 
matter considered bya special committee. 
New York men have delayed sending in their 
printed briefs tothe Senate Committee, as 
requested todo. This has caused the commit- 
tee to delay meeting until-next Saturday or 
Monday. The truth is New York is not 
anxious for a fair, but if one 
is had thatcity wants it. This tardiness and 
indifference is becoming more manifest daily. 
Mr. C. H. Sampson of St. Louls said be saw 
signs of postponement which, of course, were 
not encouraging to St. Louis as she 
is prepared to inaugurate the move after the 
whole matter is considered by committee. 
It will be some time before Congress can 
agree on a location, which would not permit 
ot the erection ofthe necessary buildings by 
1892. Mr. Seth W. Cobb and the St. Louis 
delegates here do not feel discouraged at all, 
notwithstanding these signs. They were all at 
work at the House to-day regarding the 
Special Committee, and Mr. Cobb thinks its 
appointment will follow. In conferring with 
Congressmen he found that some of them re- 
gard that the taking of the subject from 
the hands of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee would be considered a 
refiection, that while some members would 
vote for a select committee, still a delicate, 
technical question would influence them. 
Chicagoans have argued with Mr. Cobb to let 
the matter remain where it is, and that a 
bill would be proposed not naming 
the place, but he and others want a 
special committee or none. Mr. Cobb 
paid all fairness and justness demands a spe- 
cial committee and that the members from 
Virginia, North Carolina and elsewhere whom 
he has talked with agree to it. Something 
will likely be done in the House 
to-day.

Haletead had cross-examined the witness to 
discover whether he knew of the other names. 
As the other names, besides Mr. Campbell’s, 
had not been publicly mentioned, witness 
‘thought itwas the partof decency and wis- 
dom to say nothing about them inthe retrac- 
tion. Mr. Halstead believed that the paper 
was genuine; but acknowledged that some- 
thing had happened that afternoon to cause 
him to investigate its authenticity.

Witness 
saw Wood and taiked about his qualifications 
for the place of smoke inspector. Witness bad 
a general knowledge of Wood at that 
time, but had never heard a word to his dis- 
credit. His business relations would have 
commended himto any one. Witness sald be 
was willing to recommend him. As he was 
willing to do Wood that favor, he told Wood 
he should be willing to do a favor for bim and 
told bim he wanted that paper, ‘‘Exhibit 
A. Wood seemed alittle confused, but ad- 
mitted that there was such a paper and made 
a clean breast of it, telling of tke 
ballot-box bill and contract and of 
the chain of circumstances, and saying 
that the paper was in the custody of Powell 
Crosley, counsel for his company. Wood 
told of the failure of the bill with the last 
contract, but sald that a new contract had 
been drawn up and efforts were being made to 
get Gov. Alger’s signature. Wood also told 
about another and worse contract—the steel 
gun contract—and said there had been 
some dishonest business in connection 
with the Modoc lands.

To 
place aduty upon mica would enhance the 
cost to the manufacturer without benefiting 
the consumer. Mr. Flower read a telegram 
from the J. L. Mott Iron-works, the Union 
Stove-works and the Manhattan Stove-works 
urging the retention of mica on the free list. 
The committee then took a recess until 1:30.

WALKER BLAINE, 


Sudden Death of the Secretary of State’s 
Eldest Son. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 16.—Walker Blaine, 
the eldest son of the Hon. James G. Blaine, 
Secretary of State, died suddenly at the family 
residence in the old Seward mansion at 8:20 
o’clock last evening of acute pneumonia, 
which had been super induced by the grip.“ 
He was delirious during the whole of yester- 
day and, although they did not consider his 
iliness of such a grave nature as it proved to 
to be, all of the members of the family who 
were absent from the city were at once oalled 
home by telegrams. His death was a pain- 
less one, as he passed away while unconscious. 
Margaret and Harriet, his two unmarried 
sisters, were the only members ofthe family 
present at the time of his death, although the 
others were in the nouse at the time. They 
are all prostrated by the sudden grief which 
has so suddenly come upon them. Dr. G. 
Lioyd Magruder, the family physician, gives 
the following account of his illness: 

Last riday evening Mr. Walker Blaine 
was attacked by la grippe. He first had a 
chill, which was followed by a high fever. 
Both lungs were immediately attacked by 
catarrhal symptoms, which lasted Saturday 
and Sunday. On Morday pneumonic symp- 
toms set in, and on Tuesday all of the symp- 
toms were aggravated. Wednesday the de- 
veloped pneumonia supervened in the right 
lung, accompanied by high fever and delir- 
jum which continued until his death, which 


was caused directly by pulmonary effusion. 
Although in comparatively good health he 
had not recovered entirely from the accident 
in which his leg was broken last spring and 
an attack of malarial fever which he had in 
the fall. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON’S CONDOLENCE. 

The news of the death of Mr. Blaine spread 
rapidly and during the evening many friends 
called to express their sympathy. President 
and Mrs. Harrison, Vice-President and Mrs. 
Morton, Justices Harlan and Grey and a num- 
ber of other equally prominent persons called 
at the house. 

Walker Blaine was born in Augusta, Me., 

May 8, 1855. In 1867 he first came to live in 
‘Washington, five years after his father’s elec- 
tion to Congress. In 1876 he graduated from 
Yale, and two years later from the Columbia 
law school in New York. During the nexttwo 
yeurs he was in St. Paul, Minn., in the law 
office of C. K. Davis, now Senator from that 
State. In 1881 he came to Washington and was 
appointed Third Assistant Secretary of State. 
The following winter he went to 
South America with Mr. Trescott on 
N special mission to assist in 
settling the troubles which existed between 
Chiliand Peru. He remained in Bolivia as 
Charge d' Affaires for several months. In the 
yeer 1882 he was appointed assistant counsel 
of the Court of Alabama Claims, which pos!i- 
tion he held until 1885. From 1886 to 1888 he lived 
in Chicago,returning to Washington Jannary i, 
1889, He assisted his father in the work which 
devolved upon him when he became Secretary 
of State, and on March 13 was appointed by 
President Harrison to the position of Exam- 
iner of Claims inthe State Department, as 
puch being the legal adviser of thg Secretary. 

Mr. Walker Blaine has assisted his father 
greatly in his political career, and has always 
enjoyed his father’s fullest confidence. 

The funeral of Mr. Walker Blaine will take 
place fromthe Church of the Convent next 
Saturday at 11 a. m. The interment will be at 
Oak Hiil Cemetery.

THE MILD I rUENZ A. 


ST. LOUIS HAS SUFFERED LESS FROM THE 
GRIP THAN OTHER CITIES. 


Health Department Records Show a Re- 
markably Low Death Rate — Fewer 
Deaths From Pulmonary Diseases Than 
Last Year, When the Grip Was Not Here 
—The Reason Why This Should Be. 


T may be rather early to 
boast, the edge of the woods 
may not be yet in sight or 
the dangers over, but up to 
date the grip has been more 
considerate of St. Louisans 
than ofany other people. 
Physicians unite in saying 
that the epidemic has been 
2 lighter in St. Louis than in 
any other place they have reports of. Many 
of their patients have been confined to the 
limits of their own homes but a few days, and 
have then returned to business. There have 
been so few serious cases that some doctors 
are contending. 
THE REAL RUSSIAN INFLUENZA 
has never been in St. Louis at all. In Paris 
there were deaths by the score. In New York, 
Boston, Chicago and many other cities to the 
East there have been numerous deaths ascrib- 
able to the influenza. From the beginning of 
the epidemic tothe present time there have 
not been in St. Louls more than two cases 
that bave resembied the Parisian cases de- 
scribed in recent medical journals. 

This lack of severity is credited by physi- 
cians to the excellent situation of St. Louis, 
its perfect drainage and the general healthful- 
ness of the Inhabitants. St. Louis is and has 
long been a very healthy city and its people 
are in consequenes better prepared to resist 
the attack of any epidemic disease than those 


who live in cities not possessing the same 
natural advantages. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
statistics prove positively that the grip has 
had ne effect to increase the death rate of St. 
Louis. La grippe or influenza do not appear 
onthe records as causeof death. Kindred 
causes are consumption and pneumonia. 

During the week ending January 12, 1889, 
the deaths from consumption were 21; from 
pneumonia, 19; a total of 40. The total 
deaths for the week were 164. The same week 
of 1890 shows decreased death rate and fewer 
deaths from pulmonary diseases. The total 
deaths were 130, a falling off of nearly 20 per 
cent. Ofthis number but25 were from pul- 
monary diseases and of these 

BUT 8 FROM PNEUMONIA. 

The deaths for all of December and so much 
of January as ise past numbered many less than 
the deaths for the same time in the preceding 
year, and neither 1889 nor 1888 were remark- 
able for low’or high death rate. They were 
average years. Should 1890 continue as it has 
begun its death rate will, in spite of the epi- 
demic of influenza, be remarkably low. 

This is not the case In Chicago, New York or 
Boston, which cities seem to have suffered 
most from the tormenting, bone-aching, 
sneezing fever known asia gr ppe.

MERCHANTS’ FXCHANGE DIRECTORS MAKE 
APPOINTMENTS FOR THE YEAR. 


The Real Estate Committee Will Not Be 
Discontinued—What Is Said on the Floor 
in Relation to It—State Grain Inspection 
—All Interests to Be Fairly Represented. 


HE first regular 
meeting of the 
newly elected 
Board of Direct- 
ors of the Mer- 
chants’ Ex- 
change was held 
in the directora’ 
room this after- 
noon.

ELEVATING WORKMEN. 


WHAT THE SELF-CULTURE CLUBS ARE DO- 
ING IN THAT DIRECTION. 


Opportunities Such as Were Never Before 
Offered the Toilers for Intellectual Ad- 
vancement—How They Are Shown the 
Worth of Fdacation and Given a Chance 
to Develop Whatever Latent Talent Is in 
Them—Two Clubs With a Large Member- 
ship Now Established. 


HE movement be- 
gun by the Ethical 
Society to establish 
self-culture clubs of 
the workingmen of 
St. Louis has been 
meeting with such 
success that withina 
couple of years two 
clubs have been or- 
ganized which are 
permanent  institu- 
tions and of wide- 
spreading influence 
for the intellectual 
elevation of the poorer classes. Something 
about these clubs and the manner in whiek 
they are most heipful to those who have never 
hadthe advantages of an education will be 
found most interesting. 


The Workingmen’s Self Culture Club was 
organized about two years ago at the sugges- 
tion of the Ethical Society, for the purpose of 
bringing greater facilities in higher education 
among workingmen and their families. It is 
made as the very basis of the methods 
adopted in carrying forward the undertaking, 
that strict neutrality should be observed on 
the social question, as weil as on the issue of 
religion. The one aim in the organization 
was to open greater opportunities for personal 
self-improvement among that class of honest 
and serious men and women who have neither 
the time nor the means for expensive forms of 
diversion or recreation. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The club does not consist merely of a com- 
mittee; it hag been organized with constitu- 
tion and by-laws, so that persons who wish to 
enjoy its privileges may become members if 
they desire to do so. tthe sametime it is a 
feature of the whole undertaking, that all its 
educational ente.tainments and reading- 
rooms, are made entirely free without dis- 
tinction as to members or non-members in the 
use of the rooms. The club wishes to feel 
that itfs an educational force and influence 
throughout the entire community of working- 
men. It desires their interest and co-opera- 
tion; but it asks them to join it oniy in so far 
as they may personally desire to do so. 

What the members supremely care for is to 
encourage their fellow-workingmen in this 
new direction of higher education. When 
any one comes to the headquarters they are 
given circulars, the programme of leotures, 
the reading matter and a membership biank. 
They can read them over and join if they 
would like to do so; but the regular members 
wish to have ft distinctly understood that they 
care, principally, to have the work grow in 
ite inflaence. 

While it bears the name of being under 
the auspices of the Ethical Society, 
its only strict connection with that 
organization ts an article of the by- 
laws which provides that the lecturer of 
that society shall be ex- offlelo member of all 
the Executive Committees, but hold no other 
office. He has given his pledge not to use the 
club as a means for teaching his own personal 
views on religion to its members. He is there 
— 7 to give suggestions and encour - 

tin the educational work and to do his 
tto see that the club stands strictly by its 
own principles and purposes. In all respects 
he has only one voice like all the other mem- 
bers of the Executive Committees. This con- 
nection was deemed advisable because the 
club would be thereby associated with a

THE LECTURE COURSES. 

The club has been able to secure some of the 
most educated men in the city to cone to the 
rooms Thursday and Friday evenings, to give 
taiks on their special branches, history, 
travel, natural science, art, literature, etc. 
The professors of the university, and teachers 
in the public schools, have been most cordial 
in accepting such invitations. The lectures 
on travel and history are usually illustrated 
with the stereopticon;and as they are often 
given by men who have been on the 
ground, they are both interesting 
and valuable. As one memberof the «lub 
expressed his feeling at one time, ‘‘it was al- 
most like making ashort trip to Europe to 
sit there for an hour and view those pictures 
and hear the descriptions. This may be an 
exaggeration, but it undoubtedly expresses a 
truth. At one of the lectures on natural 
science where the subject was the ‘‘Wonders 
of the Microscope,’’ the speaker for the even- 
ing brought with him quite a number of the 
instruments, and all those present were able 
to look at the objects under the microscope, 
while be was giving bis lecture. 

The members have not simply been re- 
stricted to what they could do at their own 
rooms; they have also been able to arrange 
interesting excursions to objects of interest in 
the city. For example, they sought tne privi- 
lege of visiting the astronomical! conservatory 
at the university. The professor who bad 
charge of that department cordially acceded 
to their request; they were able to go in sec- 
tions in the epring and look through the tele-: 
scope in the evenings at some of the most in- 
teresting objects in the heavens. The 
instructor was there to explain them to them, 
and those who went expressed themselves as 
delighted. 

Then they have organized excursions to the 
Art Museum. They have made the arrange- 
ment on the evening of a lecture at the read - 
ing-room. On the following Sunday after- 
noons they have gone in a group of forty or 
fifty workingmen with 

THEIR SISTERS OR THEIR WIVES, 

and have spent an §our or two together look- 
ing at the pictures, and seeing a multitude of 
interesting objects. They have been met on 
such occasions with some one connected with 
the university, who bas taken them about the 
galleries, pointed out the more Interesting 
pictures and what there was especially at- 
tractive about them, ard also explained the 
beautiful work in porcelain, handwork in 
iron, old wood carving—all being matters of 
special interest to workingmen. 

The club has now set apart one evening each 
week for the working giris of thecity. They 
are having lecture courses for them of the 
same kind as the ones given Thursday 
and Friday evenings. They, too, are organiz- 
ing themselves with a committee as a branch 
of the self-Culture Olub, and will probably 
take up the same kind of literary work, Some 
of them who are working in factories have 
expressed themselves as much interested in 
the undertaking, and appear eager to have this 
special opportunity. There is a piano at the 
rooms, and the club arranges on their even- 
ings for songs and £€ music of various 
kinds, along with readings and a lecture. 
They are using the club’s reading matter, and 
taking their ks from the library, and 
appear to be showing both interest and 


enthusiasm.

THE POSTMASTER GIVES A BOND 
of $200,000 on the postal account and $175,000 
on the money order account to the Govern- 
ment, and is responsible for all losses of 
funds on hie bond.

‘*The Iuterustienal Bureau for Private 
Transactions’*’ of San Franci*co—Swap- 
ping Dukes for Ducate—A Bait Which 
Impecunious Noblemen Swallowed—Hun- 
gry Applicants—The Schemer’s Flight.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oal., Jan. 16.~Tne leading 
newspapers of Germany, Austria, Holland, 
Hungary, Belgium and other European coun- 
tries contained advertisements last month to 
„ gentlemen of position, noblemen, eavaliers 
and Officers of high standing,’’ offering to 
‘*supply California heiresses worth $20,000, - 
000.” The advertisement was signed The 
International Bureau for Private Transac- 
tions of San Francisco.’’ One hun- 
dred and twenty-seven letters addressed to 
the bureau were taken from the San Francisco 
Post-office last week by a man who gave the 
nameof Ludwig Von Romayer. The post- 
office clerks asked so many questions that the 
man became alarmed and did not return for 
more letters. He was traced to San Jose, 
where be has been found and interviewed, His 
name is Romayer, but he has acquired fame 
and misery under the alias of Ludwig Von 
Romayer, head of the ‘‘International Bureau 
for Private Transactions.’’ Romayer is a 
small, sharp-eyed blonde, with a oristiing red 
mustache, florid compiexion and pompadour 
hair. He appears to be 80 years of age, 
dressed well and speaks rapidly, with a strong 
German accent. Mr. Romayer assured the 
reporter that his scheme of swapping dukes 
for ducats was all a joke, but he feelingly de- 
clared that the funny aspect of the joke did 
not appear with.the hilarious distinctness 
originally expected. 

Not long ago, said Romayer, ‘‘ when the 
papers were full of the Hatzfeldt-Huntington 
affair, Iwas visiting at the house of some 
friends, prominent society iadies of San Fran- 
cisco. In a spirit of fun one of the ladies 
proposed we should get up some scheme to 
furnish ourselves with a little amusement. 
There were seven in the party, two married 
ladies and four single. The result of the 
discussion was that we agreed to share the 
expense of advertising in the papers 


of Austria and Germany for marriagebie offi- 
cers, military or civil, who might care to wed 
California heiresses. We rightfully believed 
that by stating he women here were worth up 
to $20,000,000 it would bring out applications 
from men of high standing in nobility. We 
proposed when we should hear from the par- 
ties to forward them photos of American 
actresses who are recognized for their beauty. 
If we received any photographs in return we 
proposed to have a good laugh over the whole 
thing, and perhaps would eventually bave 
given correspondence and pictures over to 
one of the daily papers.’’ 

„What are the names of the ladies who were 
with you in the scheme?“ asked the reporter. 
THE LADIES IMPLICATED.

„„How many letters have you got?“ asked 
the reporter, seeing a good-sized bundle on 
the table. 

Romayer smiled, and opening the package 
showed some eighty or ninety envélopes ad- 


dressed in different handwriting to the Inter- 


national Bureau of Private Transactions. 
They were of many and queer, shapes, a score 
of them being sealed with red wax, on which 
was stamped some coat of arms. An endeavor 
was made to get some of these letters, or at 
least some of the more prominent coats of 
arms, but the suggestion blanched Mr. Ro- 
mayer’s cheeks.

DEATH OF JOSEPS G. LODGE, 


The Well-Known Lawyer Passes Away at 
His Home on Mississippi Avenue, 


Mr. Joseph G. Lodge, one of the ablest law- 
vers atthe criminal bar in this State, died 
lait evening of pneumonia at his residence, 
1827 Mississippi avenue. His sickness was 
brief. On Friday last he was attacked by la 
grippe, but attended court and tried a case. 
He became very much worse that evening and 
sent for Dr. Robert Luedeking. Later Drs. 
Dean and Kier were calied in. Despite all the 
physicians could do, however, the disease 


developed into pneumonia in its most severe 
form. For several days past Mr. Lodge’s 
condition has been critical, Yesterday 
morning he became unconscious, and about 
5:30 o’clock inthe eyening he passed away 
surrounded by his family. 

Jos. G. Lodge was born in Camden, N. J., 
January 27, 1840. He wraduated in the law de- 
partment of the Michigan University at Ann 
Arbor in 1862. He entered the law office of 
R. R. Toms, Esq., of Detroit, and later prac- 
ticed with Judge Philip Emerson of Battie 
Creek, Mich. During bis residence at Battie 
Creek he was elected County Treasurer and 
Prosecuting Attorney, On October 24, 1868, 
he married Misa Mary 8. Saitor of New Jersey, 
by whom he had four children, After her 
death he was welded to Miss Kate Bertram, 
by whom he had one child. His second wife 
and all his children survive him, and ali were 
at his bedside last evening excenvt his eldest 
chiid, Lizzie, who lately married Mr. Geo. M. 
Mepham and is traveling in Europe. Mr. Lodge 
came to st. Louis im October, 1871, and soon 
acquired a reputation as an able and upright 
lawyer. Before long he had a lucrative 
practice and was generally recogniged as one 
ofthe ablest criminal lawyers in the State. 
He has been engaged in numerous murder 
trials. He was for several years associated 
with Chas. P. Johnson and John D. Johnson, 
but atthe time ot his death was associated with 
Joun A. Talty, acivil lawyer. Mr. Lodge had 
a host of friends and wags admired for his 
attainments by every member of the bar. A 
meeting ofthe bar willbe held Friday after- 
noon to take suitable action on hie death. The 
funeral will take place Saturday afternoon 
at 2o’clock from his late residence, 1827 Mis- 
sissippi avenue. : 

In the courts to-day many a tribute was 
paid to the character oi the deceased. Gener- 
ous though they were, they feli short of doing 
ustice tothe man. Mr. Lodge had one of the 

indliest dispositions, so gentle toward the 
weak and troubled that it seemed marvelous 
that in the same man one should find in a con- 
test with powerful offenders so much deter- 
mination and such an unyielding sense of 
right. His firmnessasa friend and his non 
esty and determination were iliustrated dur- 
ing the gambDling-ring war in 1882, when, as 
the representative of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, he led the winning fight una powerful 
criminal combination.

AN UNSAIISFACTOUY ANSWER. 


The Denver Mining "Exchange Takes Up the 
Charges Made as tothe Brownlow. 


The dispute between the St. Louls stock- 
holders of the Brownlow Mining Oo. and the 
Denver people interested In the company was 
taken up in the Denver Mining Exchange yes- 
terday. The Exchange refused to appoint a 
committee to examine the company's books, 
and passedaset of resolutions to the effect 


that the statement of the case, coming from 
St. Louis, was born in malice,’’ ete., and 
without f undation, A number of the St. 
Louls stockholders were seen this morning, 
and they rex firmed the statements made in 
the POST-DISPATCH on 8 except that 
the com pauy had in te treasury 
25.000 shares of stock instead of 
$15,000, and that this stock had 
been voted to President Batchelder at 40 cents 
a share, by the directors. At the same time 
the statement was made that the eompany 
was entirely ont of debt and making money. 
Since then the St Louis people interested 
have been unable to learn anything. They do 
not know whether the company hae a dollar 
in ite treasury or not, or whetber it is in debt. 
They do hot know what the developments 
have been in the mine, or whether the mill is 
now in operation. The representation had 
been madeto them thut if the usual water 
supply froze up there was a well under the 
mill with a never-falling supply of water, 
from which water could be pumped to ran 
thirty or any number of stamps. They now 
believe that this well existed only in imagina- 
tion, as the thirty stamps bad evidently not 
been run, newspaper references having been 
to only ton stamps. The action of the Denver 
Exchange is regarded as very unsatisfactory,

SOME SCHEMES TO DEPRIVE 8ST. LOUIS OF 
THE WORLD'S FAIR 


The Efferts of Chicago to Prevent the Ap- 
pointment ef a *pecial Cemmittee of 
the House of Represen'atives—St. Louis 
Indifferent on the Subject—Why Some 
Desire Postponement. 


NTEREST in the 
World’s Fair contest 
at the national capl- 
talis now centered 
on the House oi Rep- 
resentatives, the 
principal point in 
controversy at pres- 
ent being whether 
the queation shall be 
given to acommittee 
especially appointed 
to consider the mat- 
ter or shall be left in 
the hands of the Committee on Foreigy Reis 
tions. It had been supposed that there would 
be no opposition to the formatien of a special 
committee, and that the Committee om For- 
eign Relations would recommend such a dis- 
position of the affair, but not a little opposl- 
tion to the adoption of this course has arisen. 
CHICAGO ASKS TO BE FAVORED. 

From letters received trom Washiifgton it 
ie learned that the opposition comes prin- 
cipally from Chicago. An Illinois man, Hitt, 
is at the head of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee and is known to bestrongly in favor 
of Chicago. It is the general opinion that 
Speaker Reed would, inthe appointment ofa 
new committee, act as far as possible 
in the interest ‘of New York, and that 
in case such * committee is 
organized Buchanan of New Jersey, 
an ardent advocate of New York, will be its 
chairman. Tothis Chicago strenuously ob- 
jecta, and it is said tobe an open secretin

ST. LOUIS AND THE COMMITTESS. 

The matter of the World's Falr location will 
not be settled anywhere but ou the floor of 
Congress, A report of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, which was not formed for | 
any such purpose, wiil have searcely 
any effect on Congress, but will relegate | 
the entire matter to the House in committee 
of the whole. The St. Louis Representatives 
declare that they are stronger on the floor of 
the House than they can be in any fairly ap- 
pointed committee, and not afew of the mem- 
bers are rather desirous than otherwise that a 
report unfavorabie to this city,and secured by | 
individual preference, shall be made, as the 
band of the delegation will be very considera- 
bly strengthened by such action. In order 
that it may be made unmistakably manifest 
that this city desires nothing but | 
fair play, ite representatives are urging the 
appointment of aspecial committee, but as a 
matter of fact it is not considered a matter of 
much importance. 

ST. LOUIS IN READINESS. 

A matter that is being watched with much 
greater interest le a scheme for postponin 
the World’s Fair to 18%, Such a move would 
be distinctiy unfavorable to St. Louis, as it 
would deprive it of some uf the most impor- 
tant advantages that it now possesses. It 
should be remembered that this city is the 
only one in the race that has a site that will 
be immediately avatiable. The pov. 
erty of both New York and Chica- 
zo is@ well known. The former eity 
proposes to take partoftwo parks and buy 
the intervening ground. Options on this 
have not been obtained, and to sacnre it 
would bea work requiring much time and 
large expense. Chicagois in an even more 
unfavorable position, but St. Louls has its 
site in readiness, need not incur 
any expense in obtaining it, and can 
go to work on the buildings at once. The 
Chicago and New York men recognize the ad- 
vantageous position that St. Louis holde, as 
the possession of a site practically increases 
the fund at ite disposal $1,000,000, are arguing’ 
that there ie not sufficient time between now 
and the spring of 1892 to properly prepare for 
a World's Fair, and are urging 
its postponemeant to 1895, when they hope to 
be in a better ogy The St. Louis ad vo- 
cates argue thet the object of holding an 
international exposition commemornative of 
the discovery of America would be de- 
feated by postponement, and that 
if it is not held in 1892 it 
might as well be postponed to the next cen- 
tury. Without endeavoring to controvert the 
statements emanating from other Cities, to 
the effect that they cannot be ready in time, 
the St. Louis Gelegates declare that the city 
that they represent can have everything pre- 
pared in season, and strongly urge hat the 
fact that others cannot move 80 quickly 
should not be allowed to prevent the ceilebra- 
tion of the Columbus guadri-centennial.

That was before an examination of its track 

had been made with the care necessary to de- 

termine its character. Since that time the 
doubt has arisen. 

Was it a tornado? 

Sergt. Hammon does not think it was. 
Lieut. Day, who also investigated the subject, 
says the ear marks of a tornado are missing. 

IT HAS BEEN OBSERVED 
that the storm’s damage began at Jefferson 
avenue and Rutger street. There are few in- 
juries to buildings observable in that vicinity, 
but numerous personal experiences with 
the wind proye it to have 
been very strong at that point. 
Beyond the overturning of a few chimney 
pots and tall smoke stacks no damage to 
buildings was done before the storm reached 
Seventeenth and Chestnut streets, where it 
unroofed the Good Shepherd Chapel. Its 
direction had been several points east of 
From the chapel it moved almost 
directly north. Its next exhibition of 
ferocity was on the steeple and 
roof of the Second Presbyterian Church, 
Seventeenth street and Lucas place. 
The cap of the steeple was lifted off and 
thrown through a house on tue east side of 
The roof was lifted and 
dropped back into Its place after all its tim- 
bers had been strained. The storm drove on, 
going almost true northeast, to Tenth and 
Mound streets. It took in its flight the steeple 
of Emanuel Lutheran Evangelical Church at 
Fifteenth and Morgan streets, Pius 
roof at Fourteenth and 
O’Falion streets, doors, windows and 


chimney pots along the line and crushed a 
house at 922 Mound street, where three per- 
sons were killed. s direction altered 
slightly after thatand it disappeared across 
the river.

The storm was not erratic as to its directiom 
In a flight of over four miles across the city 
its course was on an almost perfectly straight 
line. There were variations of a few points 
at one or two places, but the general direc- 
tion was true. Draw a line from Rutger street 
and Jefferson avenue to the foot of Tyler 
street and you will see that it covers nearly 
— n building seriously damaged by the 
wind 

The investigation by the Signal Service ob- 
servers falled to uncover any evidence of a 
circular orturning motion inthe wind that 
caused the damage. As was stated Monday 
Lieut. Day found a house which had lost its 
north wall though the storm came from the 
the southwest. He at first took ‘this 
to de evidence of the passage of 
a tornado. The turning, intense wind 
had, he thought, created a vacuum on the 
north side of the house by its rapid passave 
and the interior air bad ‘‘exploded,’’ or ex- 
panding to fill the vacuum destroyed the wall. 
Other instances of damaged or broken walls 
not 

ON THE WIFDWARD SIDE 
of houses were found, but 4 all cases 
ingul developed the fact that 
a window or door in the windward side had 
been opened just before the destructien of the 
wall. 


Thon. too, no one could be found who saw 
the storm. Persons who, from their position, 
might bave seen it were either overcome by 
terror or so concerned about their property or 
families that they did not observe the storm. 
Some persons claimed to have observed it, 
but the Signal Service people discredit them 
on account of contradictory or impossible 

tate ments.

Threats of Criminal Libel Suits Against 
Certain Persons and Papers in America 
Mr. J. Biddulph Martin and Sir Fran- 
cis Cook, Husbands of the Ladies, Ia 
dignant—Inspector Byrnes Involved.

LONDON, Jan. 16.— Mr. J. Biddulph Martin, 
the London banker and husband of Victoria 
Woodhull, is said to have hired a house in 
New York, and is going to institute suits for 
criminal libel against certain persons and 
papers for defamation of his wife and of her 
sister, Tennie C. Claflin, the wife of Sir 
Francis Cook. Sir Francis Cook, who, be- 
sides being a baronet in England, is known as 
the Viscount of Monserrat in Portugal, ts sad 
to have offered ae of $60,000 tor the dis- 
covery of the author of the reports about 
his family. Mrs, Martin is very indignant at 
the continuation of the attacks upon them by 
the American press, and consented to receive 
the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent at her 
mansion at Hyde Park Gate yesterday. She 
was very indignant. 

I there no chivalry left in Amerioa?’’ eK; 
claimed Mrs. J. Biddulph Marth, nee Victoria 
Woodhull. ‘This last attack by the American 
papers is simply atrocious. Here we are, two 
women, my sister Tennle and myself, hap- 
pily married and living In England, quiet, 
unassuming lives, and yet we caanot be left 
in peace, If these paragraphs only reflected 
the opinjons held by my sister and myseif 
and shared by many of the most foremost 
philanthropists, thinkers, aye, and even by 
Christians, to-day, we could bear the in- 
juries ig silence. My husband, Mr. Biddulph 
Martin, she continued, is Gonsidering 
the advisability of taking the strongest 
steps to put an end to the numerous and scur- 
rilous paragraphs appearing in the American 
papérs, from time to time, reflecting on my 
character and that of my sister Tennie. We 
had hoped that this scandaious virulence had 
subsided forever. But here comes a copy of a 
Brooklyn paper containing an article signed 
by Inspector Byrnes in which an alleged bi- 
ography of the Claflin sisters is given, calling 
us ‘charming adventuresses’ and adding 
incidentally that Sir Francis Cook, Tennie’s 
husband, is a doddering old imbecile. 

INTENSE INDIGNATION. f 

„Naturally, this caused intense indignation 
to us aad to our husbands, and the action that 
we have decided on taking you have prob- 
ably seen announced in the morning’s 
papers. I don’t want to draw attention to 
the position we both hold here, but the Eng- 
lish and French pavers dear witness to our 
constant endeavor to do good and even kind- 
ness to the sore and needy. Our position in 
society demands that an end be put to this 
persecution.’’ 

Lady Cook entered the room at this moment 
and joined her sis'er. Mrs. Martin con- 
tinued: ‘‘This is perhaps the penalty people 
must pay who are in advance of their 
times, but when we are called adyen- 
turesses and accused of having entangled | 
our husbands into marrying, and it is | 
said their relations disown us we are com- 
pelled to appeal against such cruel, pitiless 
attacks. Our names were associated: with 
Henry Ward Beecher at the time of his trial 
and his defenders assailed us as they did 
everybody that sided with Tilton. But that is 
nowastory ofthe past. Nearly all the people 
are in thelr graves who took ashare with us 
in that unfortunate affair, which share has 
been explained lung azo. We were prosecuted 
by the Government and acquitted without a 
stain on our characters. All the papers of 
America vindicated our honor and . de- 
nounced the unwarrantable proceedings and 
now we ask nothing but common justice from 
the American press for two true women, un- 
justly assailed. We wish that every paper 
would ve its columns till the deadly wrong 
done m ster and myself be righted. And 
we are ‘willing to stand or fall before the 
American public for what we have done, ask- 
ing only fair play. IknowthatifI went my- 
self to any reputable editorial room in Amer- 
ican Ishould get it. Ihavereason to believe 
that these perivdical attacks have been in 
spired by private malice. My husband has 
published a standing offer of $50,000 to an 
person, either in America or Europe, who wi 
tell conclusively who the people are ‘that stab 
us in the back in this cowardly manner. 

Here Mr. Martin entered and joined in the 
conversation. He is a tall, lender, full- 
bearded man of middle age, ‘and will ro- 
membered in América as delegate from the 
British “Association in 1884, Mr. Martin sald he 
felt at a great disadvantege in cerry to the 
numberless attacks incitea by motives of 
personal malice. 

„But if nothing else will serve, said be, | 
determinedly, ‘‘I will ineur ‘any incon- 
venience to obtain justice and redress. It is 
not a question of damages, No damages 
however exemplary, would be any satis — 
tion tor injuries that cannot be measured by 
dollars.

A NOVEL MORTUARY WREATH. 


The Unique Memorial of a Connecticut 
Widow.

A unigue piece of handiwork has just been 
completed by Mrs. Sophia Laramore of Water- 
bury, Conn., who is now approaching her oeh 
yoar. Itis a mortuary wreath in memory of 
her husband, who was dead nearly five years 
before the curious symbol was begun. She 
made it of relics of her late husband, and of 
articles which were the property of the 


wives who preceded her. The frame is of 
Patty, into which while soft the widow placed, 
among others, the following articles: In the 
center of the top cross piece are the spectacies 
of her late lamented and a small vial contain- 
ing thé pills which were left over from his last 
lilness. Besides these the Hartford Cow 
says there are many small stones which be 
had treasured during lite, his jackknife, a 
piece of candy, whieh she says he had left 
uneaten; buttons of all kinds from his old 
clothing, and a small bottle containin 

cheese made by nis first wife. All o 
this collection — labeled, as, for instance, 

‘*The smelling bottle used by the wife before 
mo. Inclosed in the trame is a picture of 
bim whose memory the wreath is supposed to 
perpetuate. The wreath above the portrait 
is comp: sed almost entirely of flowers and 
leaves, cach of these made either of some 
portion of his coat, waistcoat, trousers, neck- 
ties or suspenders, and worked together ar- 
tistically. The shirtin which he died is bon- 
ored by having made from it a sbowy bird, 
too wonderful and strange for description. 
Just outside the wreath are placed suspender 
backles and watch ohains entwined with the 
hair of the mother ot hie first wife. Some of 
the hair of his own head has been made into 
tendrils, and the stamens of one of the flow- 
ore is of the material tbat lined the coffin. On 
another side of 8 wreath is a bunch of 
raisins he bought her the winter before he 
died, saying: Now don’t cook any of these, 
but eat every one. Balancing the raisins 
are three wires, each supporting one of his 
teeth, and behind them the last toothpick he 
ever used.

We Says Pure Candies Are Healthful When 
Consumed at the Proper Time and in 
Moderation—How Sweetmeats Are Adul- 
terated—The Proper Time te Eat it Is 
Just After Meals—Some Good Advice.

Owing to limited resources, savage man 
Was content to assauke the cravings of his 
sweet tooth with licoric root and myrrh. But 
things have changed since then, and man, 
somewhat less savage, sucks the minted 

 @andy-stick or melts in his mouth the creamy 
Wrench confections. 

The candies of to-day are made of five main 
ingredients, cane sugar, glucose, gum and 
coloring and flavoring matters. Other sub- 
wtances are often added, as starch, which, 
though often considered as an adulteration, 
should be looked upon as a legitimate in- 
g@redient. If all these substances are pure 
and good, the confection manufactured there- 
from cannot be otherwise than wholesome 
and nutritious. The sugar, glucose and starch 
mre fat-forming, and heat-producing princi- 
ples are presentfin many of our dletary sta- 
ples. This fact should not de lost sight of by 
Consumers of candy. Being foods, the various 
Candies should never be eaten between meals 
as they are equivaienttoalunch, and every- 
one is aware of the deleterious effect of con- 
stant lunching. The proper time for all kinds 
of confectionery is as a dessert to the regular 
meais. Used in this wav they are often de- 
sidedly beneficial in inducing one to stop par- 
taking of the more bulky elements of the 
mea before the stomach becomes over- 
loaded. | 

BETTER THAN MINCE PIE. 

They offer thus a nutritious, digestible 
dessert of little bulk, a dessert which, by all 
the laws of nature and humanity, ought to 
substitute for all time that indigestible Ameri- 
©an congiomeration—mince pie. Good, pure 
Sandy, eaten in moderate quantity asa des- 
gert to a meal, even to every meal, never hurt 
anyone; and such certainly is the logical, 
rational way to eat it. But children must 
have something to keep them quiet, and 
Jadies with nothing to do must have some- 
thing to amuse themselves; and further 


blunted tastes must have sometbing exceed- 
ingly sweet to tickle jaded palates—for these 
reasons it is likely that candy consumers will 
goon eating their dozen and one lunches 
a day, inspite of ali their physician may say 
tothecontrary. Yet it is an indisputable fact 
thatno ordinary stomach can do its work 
quietly and wellif it is required to digest 
more than three meals per day, or tf it re- 
ecives within it anything other than water be- 
tween those ree meals. True, there are 
people who are always eating and lunching, 
consuming candies and cakes by the pound, 
who yet seem healthy and well; but it is 
Goubtful if these people ever eat a meal with 
relish; andit is certain that sooner or later 
@yspepsia will overtake them and induce a 
dire repentance. 

Practically, the best way to give confec- 
-tlonery to ehildren is to allow them, after 
ach meal, such a quantity of candy as they 
‘will be likely to eat within a haif hour or less. 
Then they should have no more until after the 
next meal; and they will not usually want it if 
they get it thus regularly. 

TAFFY IS BETTER THAN CARAMELS. 

As to the kind, it should be sucù as will not 
readily dissolve or melt down.’’ Soft or 
creamy candies are apt to be consumed before 
the palate is satisfied; whereas the harder, 
less soluble kinds remain longer in the mouth, 
yielding their sweetness for a more protracted 
period, thus inducing satiety, with a far legs 
consumption of candy. 

For the same reason, teach your children 
to dissolve the candy siowly in their mouths— 
not to chew it, Partaken ofin this way way, 
and at these times, 9 a candies, if 
pure, are not on not injurious, but are in- 
deed often decidedly beneficial, and for these 
geasons: They are easily orn foods, rich 
in nut ment; they are an inducement to leave 
the meal short of saticty, and they assist di- 
gestion. The latter assertion may be ques- 
tioned by some, but it is a demonstrable fact 
that anything which promotes the flow of 
saliva, at the same time, through the sym- 
pathetic nervous system, promotes the flow 
ofthe gastric digestive juices. The saliva, 
too, that is swallowed with the dissolved 

ndy may ald digestion somewhat after it 

as reacbed the stomach, though in the light 
of late investigations, this is somewhat 
doubtful—long held opinion to the contrary 
notwithstanding, 

Persons inclined to adipose and who are 
opposed to it had better let candy alone, as 
for them nothing is so fattening. Persistently 
lender people, however, need not gorge 
themselves with candy in the hope of getting 
stout, for in them something more than fat- 
Zorming food is necessary for an increase in 
weight. 

Children under 2 years of age are better 
off without anycandy whatever, because their 
nutrition apparatus is not yet equal to the 
task of properly assimilating cane-sugar and 
giucose. If not digested both these substances 
are exceedingly apt to ferment, and it is the 
_Zermentation of ingesta that isthe Nemesis of 
baby’s second summer. 

In order to certain the purity of the candy 
now manufactured, the writer examined fifty- 
one samples of the product, takenfrom the 

eneral market. In general, it may be stated 

hat these examinations showed as clearly as 
anything could that it 1s folly to expect to get 
something for nothing, When the price of 
the candy was 80 low as to preciude the possi- 
bility of paying for the making and the sugar 
witha profit beside, there was added some 
ebeap foreign substance, usually pipe clay, to 
bring the thing up to a paying basis. Espe- 
claily was this the case with the very cheap 
imitations of fine goods. It was in this class 
of products, too, that the most injurious col- 
Oring matters were detected. 

ADULTERATIONS IN CANDY. 

Here is a list of the impurities and adultera- 
tions found in nineteen of the fifty-one sam- 
ples of candy examined: 

Chalk in five samples. 

Pipe clay (terra alba) in ten samples. 

Bronze (copper and zinc alloy) in one sam- 


le. 

Prusian biue in one sample. 

Vermilion in one sample. 

Fuchsin (aniline red) in three samples. 

Chrome yellow (chromate of lead) in one 
sample. 

It is proper to state here that these fifty-one 
specimens of candy were not fair average 
samples, but were such as seemed by their ap- 
pearance and price to merit suspicion. 

Some kinds of confectionery are wrapped in 
Drilllaantly colored papers. As children fre- 
2 put these in their mouths and even 

ew them, the writer analyzed fifteen of such 
‘wrappers for 8 coloring matters, 
with the result of finding arsenic in four, and 
ehromate of lead in two. 

With regard to the probable effects of the 
impurities found, it may be stated that 
chalk, when pure (and it usually does not 
contain harmful! impurities), is not especially 
injurious, though possibly it might form 
concretions in the intestines if large quanti- 
ties were taken. Pipe clay is analogous to 

laster of paris, but does not harden or set 

ike the latter when mixed with water. Like 
Shalk, it also may form concretions in the 
food tract, though it could not be called 
poisonous. Nevertheless it is an adulteration 
and a fraud; it is not an essential ingredient 
of good candy, but is added ſor the sole pur - 
pore of gain. 

Bronze coloring matter, an alloy of sine and 
copper, it is neediess to say, is a dangerous 
compound to swallow repeatedly, be the 
amount evér so small, for like other metals, 
these tend to accumulate in the system, so 
that small doses repeated may soon exert a 
combined influence. Prussian blue is ferro 
eyanide of iron, a salt not poisonons, but cer- 
tainly objectionable, 

RED MBEAKS DANGER. 

Vermilion found in one sample is a bi-sul- 
phuret of mercury—a salt of a metal that 
ought never to go into a human stomach. 
too, is cumulative in its action, Aniline re 
is not poisonous if pure, yet, like other ani- 
‘line colors, it is objectionable on account of 

fits liability to contain arsenic at times. it 
does not seem feasfbie for confectioners to 
have each package analyzed forthe mineral, 
but manufacturers of these dyes might easily 
ut them up free from it for such purposes 
confectionery. No arsenic was found, 
however, in the samples containing the 
aniline red.

amet were painted on the surface of the 
candies, though in some inetances they were 
intimately mixed with the entire mass. 

Now the remedy forthis state of th is 
notin letting candy alone. The wri | 
received many letters stating in effect that: 
‘If the advice given in the adulteration 
articles recently published in the 
were followed, one’s daily dietary would be 
narrowed down to air, an 
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e clay and worse. If your money is 
imited buy elear, uncolored goods such as 
rock candy. The gooa old-fashioned taffy is 
as wholesome as anything in the candy line; 
though commonly considered as very prone 
to ferment in the stomach, itis notso. Never 
buy cheap imitations of fine grades of confec- 
tionery, such as the so-called French candies, 
for they ase ode J certain tocontain pipe clay 
or similar substance. Highly flavored prepa- 
rations should be avoided for the reason that 
they contain large quantities of essential olle 
or artificial essences, both which 
are objectionable. The olls are ir- 
ritating to the stomach and the artificial es- 
sences are made in most instances from fusel 
oil, an acid, and oil of vitriol. Fewif any of 
the ‘‘pure fruit essences’’ used for flavoring 
confectionery and various other things con- 
tain vat f fruit juice whatever; they are pro- 

ducts of the chemical laboratory. For instance 

the acid of rancid cream cheese, when mixed 
with methyl alcohol and oll of vitriol, yields 
on distillation a fragrant essenceiof plusapple. 
So it is with the rest of the commercial ‘‘pure 
fruit juices.’’ ' 

MORPHINE IN COUGH DROPS. 

Five samples of ‘‘cough drops were ana- 
lyzea for opium and its alkaloid, morphine. 
The latter was found in two of the five sam- 
ples, aad in one other sample there was good 
ground for suspecting the presence of ipecac- 
uanha. These are powerful drugs to be sold 
for indiscriminate use under the impression 
they are candy. 

On reading the foregoing list of impurities 
and aduiterations found, the skeptical will 
ask: If these things be why do we not hear 
of some one being poisoned every day?’’ In 
the first place the quantity of poison is 
usually small 80 that immediate 
effects are not produced and ultimate effevts 
are overlooked or attributed to something 
else. A short time agoa Philadelphia baker 
was convicted of poisoning a number of people 
by chromate of lead, which he had put into 
rolls to give them a sembiance of eggs, which 
were absent. The same poison had been used 
before, but it was only when used in com- 
paratively larger quantity than usual that 
immediate toxic effects were produced. 
Again, many cases of sickness in eh 
dren supposed to be due to overeating of 
candy are doubtiess due to impurities in 
the confection and there are numerous au- 
thentic cases of poisoning by confectionery 
colored with poisons. Of course there are 
many colors which are quite unobjection- 
able, and from these confectionery of all 
tints may be produced, so that it may not be 
inferred from the foregoing that all colored 
candiefare poisonous. It is only the very 
lowest priced that justify suspicion. And 
here it should be stated that confectioners 
who use polsonous eolors doso in most cases 
ignorantly, for they are not aware of the true 
nature of the preparation, knowing it only by 
itscommon name. The same cannot, how- 
ever, be said of the man who puts pipe-clay 
in his chocolate creams. 

A prominent confectioner told the writer 
recently that if a good adulteration law were 
passed in this State and enforced, quite a 
number of confectionery concerns would 
have to go out of business, as their only trade 
was in goods which, by reason of adultera- 
tion, were placed on the market ata lower 
price than genuine goods could be produced 
for. The writer’s analyses,eertainly confirm 
the candy man’s opinion.

FROM THE FRONT. 


One of the St. Louis World’s Fair Workers 
Tells ef the Situation. 


Judge Robert A. Campbell returned from 
Washington, D. C., last evening and was to- 
day onthe bench of the Oourt of Criminal 


Correction.” Judge Campbell went on to 
Washington with the first delegation of St. 
Louis World’s Fair workers. When asked 
this morning after the adjournment of court 
what the prospect w as for the selection of St. 
Louis he sald: 

St. Louis is in the frontranks. Indeed 
we standa better chance in my estimation 
than does Chicago, notwithstanding the big 
fuss and feathers which the representatives 
from that burg have raised. There is this 
much about it: St. Louls, while she has not 
the standing on the first ballot that 
may have been obtained by New York and 
Chicago, isthe second choice of the leading 
advocates of the other three cities in the race 
and of least 75 per centof the Congressmen 
—. — are pledged to the support of any one of 

e m. 

How many votes do you think St. Louis 
will receive on the first ballot?“ 

At least seventy-five,if not many more. Both 
Chicago and New Tork will poll a few more, 
but I don’t think either one can hold its 
strength when the real flaht is on. Washing- 
ton has a peculiar support, It has enlisted all 
the dissatisfied members from all over the 
country and seems to be working on the plat- 
form that if Washington can’t hold the 
World's Fair there must be no fair. Most of 
the Washington men are from the South, 
however, and will fall back to 
St. Louis when the proper time 
comes. We went before the law-makers 
with the statement that St. Louis was the 
place to hold the Fair. We did not oppose 
any city, but confined ourselves to upholding 
the advantages of St. Louis. With Chicago 
and New York it was different. It is rough and 
tumble between these two cities and their 
workers in Washington lose no opportunity 
to make a score, personal or political. 

What legislation do you expect?’’ 

‘*‘lam in hopes that Congress will passa 
measure to-day. Yousee, by some shrewd 
foresight, the Chicago crowd introduced a 
bill before the House and had it referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs. This isa 
com mittee of eleven, six members of which 
are for Chicago, three for New York, one for 
Washington and one not committed. St. 
Louis isin the cold. We have introduced a 
measure, providing that the consideration of 
the World's Fair be taken from the hands of 
this committee and placed in charge of a spe- 
cial committee of thirteen, three of whom 
shall be appointed by each of the four cities 
in the race and the otherone by the Speaker 
of the House. Of course the measure is op- 
posed, but we feel confident of passing it. 
Action would have been taken on Mon- 
day had It not been for the ab- 
sence of Representatives McKinley and 
Cannon, “.who were at Philadelphia, 
acting as pall-bearers at Judge Kelley’s fun- 
eral. Both of these gentiemen are on the 
special committee appointed to consider our 
measure, and no quorum could be had witb- 
out them. But the members of the Committe 
on Foreign Affairs are making a big fight 
against the taking of the measure from their 
hands. Most of the Congressmen ack- 
nowledge that the Ohicago dul is 
unfair. hy, it legislates Washington 
entirely out of the race by specify- 
ing that the Committee of Management 
of the fair shall be appointed by the Governor 
of the State and Mayor of the city in which 
the fair is held. Washington has no Governor 
or Mayor, and is in consequence ineligibie.’’ 

„How soon do you expect any definite 
action?’’ 

Not for over a month atthe least. Some- 
thing might have been done this week had not 
the Oklahoma bill and Silcott appropriation 
measure comeup. But we are in the race to 
win and are making things interesting for all 
concerned.’’ 


Damn Is Not Profane. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 
After carefully hearing and weighing the 
evidence agginst Patrolman Bernard Byrne of 


the Central District, who was charged by J. 
H. Ward with ‘‘profane swearing on the pub- 
lic street.’’ Justice Hobbs yesterday dismissed 
the case. Mr. Ward stated that while under 
arrest by Patrolman Byrne he asked to be al- 
lowed to get his umbrella, to which request 
the patrolman answered: No, damn it, I am 
going to xun you in. John Bergner and Wil- 
iam L. Thomas, witnesses for the defense, 
testified that the accused was known not to be 
aswearing man,and the only time on this 
particular occasion when Patrolman Byrne 
said ‘‘damn’’ was when he sald to the pris 

oner, ‘‘I will allow no man to blackguard and 
damn me on the street.’’ 

The Justice explained thatthe mere use of 
the word ‘‘damn’’ was not more significent 
than the word durn.““ He said the word 
damn, as defined by Webster and Worcester 
andthe encyclopedia, when wr by itself, 
is not ‘‘profane language:’’ If, continued 
he. *‘the prisoner had used it in conjunction 
with the name of God, then I should have 
found him guilty and punished him far more 
severely than I did Mr. Ward. As itis, I dis- 
miss the case.’’

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SURPRISES FOR THE MARINERS. 


The Steamer Crystal Encounters Field Ice in 
Low Latitudes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

New York, Jan. 16.—The steamer Orystal of 
the Arrow Line steamed up the North River 
yesterday afterastrenuous battle with tne 
wind and waves between Scotland and the 
coast of America. It was December 20 when 
the Crystal left the port of Leith. On 
the 29th she steamed out of Dundee. There are 
no ocean line steamers that lay their course as 
far north as do those of the Arrow Line. 


They out round the north end of Scotland and 
even in the summer go far to the north to 
get intherun of the downward flow of ice 
and thus be easily carried southward, instead 
of having to combat the current. Never have 
these steamers come into contact with any 
considerable flow of lee. The weather which 
has brought the grippe has brought surprises, 
too, for the mariners. 

**] have traveled between Scotland and the 
coast of North America—all parts of it—ever 
since I was a boy, said First Officer Me- 
Gregor yesterday, but I have never seen 
field ice in any such low latitude as we 
found it on this voyage. The record, 
as I have it set down in the 
log, will be of the greatest interest to 
the maritime community. We are about four 
days late on account f the joe. January 6, in 
latitude 47.60 north and longitude 51 west we 
met a medium sized iceherg. On the same 
day at 9o’clock, in latitude 58 degs. north and 
longitude 43.40 west, with air at a tempera- 
ture of 85 and water at 46, we met two small 
loebergs. January 7 at II a. m. we fell in with 
a large lot of heavy field ice, and at 11:30 with 
an iceberg projecting 20 feet above water. 
January 10 we fell in with heavy field ice and 
kept steaming through it at the rate of five 
and one-half miles an hour until late 
in the evening. At p. m. 
met a large iceberg 50 or 60 feet high 
about twelve miles away. January 9 we again 
met icebergs, At go“ elock there was a burri? 
cane from the northwest, high head seas and 
heavy snows, which continued to midnight. 
The cold wus 80 intense that the pole compass 
became frozen. The men at the wheel had to 
leave the wheel- house and go to the wheel be- 
low decks. A good share of the time the 
wheel was incased in ice. The voyage has 
been the most severe one I ever knew. 

**‘Whbhat was the nature of this field of ice 
you met!’’ 

It was all this year’sand was, I should 
say, sixteen or eighteen feet thick. Uusually 
at this season everything is frozen solid to the 
north, and no field ice is known to come any- 
where near the latitudes we were in until 
along in Maren.

The first coach which the visitor 
enters is filled with fruits, vegetables, woods 
and fibers, artistically arranged 80 
that the whole forms an attractive 
display. Among the exhibits are bananas, 
oranges, dates and olives, which are semi- 
tropical fruits and will not grow where the 
temperature falislower than 18 deg. above 
zero. They grow luxurlantly in California. 
Among the more noticeable things are other 
fruits and very large vegetables. One car is 
filled with thousands of botties of wine, such 
as France buys every year from California, 
relabels ‘‘French ines’’ and sells to the 
Eastern market fortwo and three times the 
original price.
